Reconsideration and allowance of the above-referenced application are respectfully 
requested. Claims 1 -22 are unchanged and remain pending in the application. 

Claims 1-6, 9-13, 16-18, and 20-22 stand rejected under 35 USC §103 in view of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,262,988 to Vig and U.S. Patent No. 6,697,338 to Breitbart et al. This rejection is 
respectfully traversed. 

Each of the independent claims 1,10 and 1 7 specify an integrated network switch having a 
switching module and configured for switching a layer 2 data packet within a network having a 
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
